imf the Wteser art Think Work 


Coshocton has beard much of elec- 
tric lines, and maoy men have said 
Hoes would be la operation through 
this section within remarkably short 
time. Coshocton has weaned of these 
stories as it rears ago wearied of Can 
DOD Ball projects. B«t a new factor 
nas em-ered the field, and the state- 
ment is again made that an electric 
line will be in operation In the Tus- 
carawasand Muskingum valleys with- 
in a year. 


A gentleman who is conversant 
with the situation but would nof- al- 
low the use of bis name for publica- 
tion is confident a line will be built 
within a year. Another who should 
know whereof he speaks thinks the 
work of construction will be in pro- 
grejSS within 30 days. 
The situalion-as it presents itself to 
those who are in touch with the move- 
ment is simple in the extreme. 
The 
people wbo own the Northern Ohio 
Traction and the Canton & Akron, 
which lines wii! connect Canton with 
Cleveland when the latter is complet- 
ed, also own the Buckeye Lake. They 
also have interests between Columbus 
and Cincinnati. It is generally under 
stood that only the distance between 
Canton and Zanesville or Newark re- 
mains to be traversed to eive them 
a continuous line from Cleveland to 
Cincinnati. 
Two routes have appeared for con- 
sideration. The most important and 
the one which appeals most to the 
engineers who have gone over the 
gr->und is that which goes from Can- 
ton to New Philadelphia. Coshocton 
and Newark. The only argument 
against the Cosbocton route was that 
it was lean and there was not a sutli- 
cient nuiirber of eood towns along the 
proposed line to make it profitable. 
That, however, has chauged some in 
recent months. The public spirit- 01 
Coshocton has been manifested in a 
manner worthy the attention of men 
seeking a good investment, and they 
see good things in the future for this 
place. It is therefore probable that 
Coshocton will be the route selected. 
The Newark. Zanesville & Coshoc- 


tun is an important factor in the pro- 
ject-The company owns the best fran- 
chise from Coshocton through the 
county to Trinway. It. is argued this 
will not, be given up without, an at- 
tempt to make the project a success. 
That a deal of importance is on is not 
denied and while members of the 
company will not talk for publication 
"t- is known the Buckeye Lake people 
are interested. 
Whether the main line will pass 
threugh Coshocton or follow the berm 
bank of the canal is not given out.but 
the company's franchise in the city 
covers an important route and wiil 
give a good local service if the plans

The oper- 
ators offered to m-"t eraploves nrh 
grievances at any time, hut insisted 
that there be no distinction between 
union and nonunion men. They also 
asserted that the present renrk-'t con- 
ditions did not warrant acy :ncrf=-are 
in wases or a dtcrease in working 
time.

taries of the three anthracite districts: 


"We have held a conference with 


presidents of coal-carrying railroads 
and conci!:ation committee of Nation- 
al Ciric Federation. After discussing 
the situation the ch-ic federation-re- 
quested postponement of act'cn for a 
period of not to esceed to days, with- 
in which time operators asrree to meet 
us in conference with civic federation 
for the purpose of trying to reconcile 
differences between us. In the mean- 
time mines are to continue in opera- 
tion as usual. We are hopef-jl that 
questions at issne •will be satisfactor- 
ily adjusted and strike averted."

Columbus, March 2S.—En the senate, 


Mr. Decker of Hardin county offered 
a resolution, seuiag forth in the 
~wherease»" thai a dozen persons are 
willing to testify to the severity of 
the discipline at the Girls' Industrial 
home, and demanding that an immedi- 
ate investigation of the case be made 
and the result reported to the gover- 


* nor. The resolution went over under 
the rules of the senate. 


The Beal local option bill, with the 


Harding amendment, was passed by 
a unanimous vote. The amendment 
simply provides that nothing In the 
act shall afftct the right of a brewer 
in a "dry" municipality to sell his 
product to bona Sde retailers or, at 
•wholesale, to persons outside the lim- 
its of the municipality in quesuon. 


A joint resolution by Senator Moore 


was adopted appropriating $200 for a 
portrait of former Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Caldwell. to be placed in the sen- 
ate chaaaber. The Wirt resolution 
was also adopted. This is to permit 
the city of Columbus to erect a Mc- 
Kinley memorial at the High street 
entrance to the Capitol grounds. The 
memorial is to cost about $20.000. 


Senator Longworth of Cincinnati in- 


troduced a. bill which provides that 
upon the request of any coanty aud- 
itor, the state board of appraisers and 
assessors, consisting of the governor, 
aadiior of state, treasurer of state and 
attorney general, shall appoint a 
board of review to take the place of 
the city board of equalization and tie 
city board of revision in suc.h city, 
and to have all the rights and powers 
enjoyed by these boards in the equali- 
zation of the value of real and person- 
al property. 


Bills passed in the senate were. 


S. B.. making it permissible for 
boards of education to nave physical 
culture taught !n their schools; S. B-. 
authorizing boards of education to 
levy an additional tax of one mill for 
the purpose of paying off their bonded 
indebtedness. It applies to city dis- 
tricts only. 


In the House. 


The senate bill providing for ap- 


pointment of & commission on uni- 
form laws was passed by the house. 
A commission of three, to be appoint- 
ed by the governor and to serve with- 
out compensation, will collect data 
for the use of the general assembly in 
passing new laws and amending old 
ones, so that the laws of the different 
states will in a greater extent agree 
on such subjects as marriage and di- 
vorce, bills of lading, negotiable in- 
struments and similar subjects. 


The Harding bill, passed last week 


by the senate, to improve efficiency 
of the national guard, was passed by 
the house with very little opposition. 
The new law extends the time for en- 
campments to 14 days, and increases 
the appropriations 
for the various 


headquarters and bands. The law was 
enacted largely for the purpose of 
availing the state military of the en- 
couragement contemplated by the fed- 
eral government in a bill now In con- 
gress, to make large appropriations 
to the militia of th-e various states. 


It will be a more serious offense in 


the future than it has been in the 
past to bribe a juror if the senate 
agrees to a bill passed by the house. 
The bill was introduced by Mr. An- 
keney of Greeae county, and provides 
that any one convicted of bribing a 
the appropriations for the various 
from one to five years. A bill which 
will probably meet the approval of 
the foreign surety companies doing 
business in Ohio was passed by the 
house. The act repeals the law which 
requires those companies to deposit 
$30.000 with the state treasurer be- 
fore doing business in the state. It 
was introduced by Mr. Moore of Ath- 
ens and passed in the senate several 
days ago. 


Tlie Brnmbangh measure to classtfy 


the schools of the state was passed 
by th° hous<=. The bill provides ttat 
the schools are to be regarded as of 
ihr^e classes, elementary. high schools 
and colleges. Schools are to be main- 
tained not less than C4 nor acre tfcar> 
44 weeks in the year, the time being 
made optional with the l<xa; board = 
of educa::oE. The state eo:nrn:.?s;one- 
of common school :s gtv<.n a genera- 
supervision over gra-les asd curricula 
as •aeli as diplomas.
